K tells Congress why

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. be- 
Neves that Israel will make the 
territorial concessions needed to 
reach a final peace settlement with 
its Arab neighbours only when it 
feels militarily secure and confident, 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
said on Friday. This is why the 
Ford Administration is seeking 
$2.24b. in military and economic 
assistance for Israel during the 

current fiscal year, he said. 

The Secretary made these state- 
ments .during more than two hours 
of questioning on the pending for- 
eign aid bill by members of the 
House Appropriations Subcommittee 
on Operations, chaired by 
Otto Passman. The administration’s 
request for aid to Israel is “de- 
signed to provide Israel with the 
assistance needed to maintain its 
security and consequently its con- 
fidence in {ts own strength and in 
our support to persevere in nego- 
tiations,” Kissinger said. 

He forcefully and repeatedly de- 
fended the large aid request for 
Israel as the “minimum” Israel 
needs to maintain its long-term se- 
curity needs. Some: ΝΡ τί πρρακο τατ 
eluding Robert ν, ve su - 
ed that the amount for Israel should 
be cut. Obey said during the hear- 
ings on Friday. that the Israel Chief 
of Staff had told him during a re- 
cent visit to Israel that Israel was 
currently strong enough to defeat 
any combination of Arab countries 
that attacked her. 

Kissinger agreed with that 
statement but he noted that the 

rate for Israel would 
be very high, and the $1.5b. in 
military aid which the Admin- 
istration has recommended is 
needed for Israel’s long-term 
needs, 

He said that Israel no longer 
receives arms from existing U.S. 
stockpiles, and must wait for 
production schedules, sometimes 
a delay of several years in such 
items as tanks and planes. Many 
of the items Israel will purchase 
out of the $1.5b. total, Kissinger 
said, would not be available for 
Israel until 1979 or 1980. 

The Secretary, also said that the 
U.S. wants to make certain that 
Israel has enough arms on hand so 
that if war does break out again 
the U.S. might not have to orga- 
nize another military supply air- 
lift, which he said would be more 
difficult to do mow because the 
Portuguese Government might not 
permit American cargo planes to 
refuel in the Azores. 

Kissinger said that the 1973 air- 
lift, which came at the end of the 
first week of fighting during the 
Yom Kippur War, had probably 
saved Israel Without the airlift, 
Kissinger said, “Israel might have 
collapsed” because it was running 
out of ammunition.

QUIET REVOLUTION IN HAIFA PORT 
Stevedores boost output 


By YA’ACOV FRIEDLER 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — A quiet revolution is 
taking place in Haifa port. The 
stevedores, who in past years 
Umited their work load to only 
10,800 cases of citrus fruit per 
gang in each shift, have now raised 
their output to 12,000 to 13,000 

cases. 

This will ποῖ only increase their 
income — thanks to the lower 
marginal taxes under the income 
tax reform — but will also probab- 
ly give them a bigger share of 
the 50 million cases to be exported 
this season, at the of Ash- 
dod Port, where the output is 
considerably lower.

The Rambouillet summit will 
seek to find means to achieve eco- 
nomic growth without inflation, 
reconcile free trade with organized 
markets, create a more stable mo- 
netary system, build up confidence 
between industrialized and develop- 
ing countries and help to produce 
a programme for energy between 
the producing and consuming na- 
tions. :

Kissinger warns House against 
cutting aid over votes at UN 


WASHINGTON. — 
State Henry Kissinger said Friday 
“it would be very dangerous” to 
cut off foreign aid to countries 
that voted for a UN resolution 
condemning Zionism as racism. 

He told a congressional appro- 
priations subcommittee that, while 
the U.S. was morally outraged by 
the vote, “I would greatly deplore 
i” it were to retailate 
individually, 

The Secretary said foreign aid 
is used to promote American na- 
tional interests and “we have to be 
very circumspect” in cutting it off. 

Nevertheless, he said he has 
started a systematic review of all 
UN votes for use as a guideline 
when nations request American as- 
sistance in the future. 

Kissinger was testifying on behalf 
of the administration’s $4,700m.

Spanish press queries 
medical prolonging 
of Franco’s life 


MADRID (UPI). — Spanish news. 
Papers have publicly opened the de- 
bate about the machine-aided medi. 
cal effort to prolong Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco's life. 

With machines helping his kidneys 
and his lungs, Franco, 82, was re. 
Ported yesterday to have slept all 
night after his third emergency 
operation in 11 days. No new in- 
¢idents were reported, a8 his survi- 
val struggle entered its fifth week. 

But the newspaper “ABC” que- 
ried: “Does the resistance of a hu- 
man organism have limits? Can 
medicine continue to prolong the 
flame of life indefinitely? The whole 
of Spain.. is asking these and 
other questions, without any hope, 
awaiting the predictable end.” 
“Nvevo Diario” said, “Seeing his 
long, tremendous and hair-raising 
agony, you would lke te shout: 
‘Oh God, enough.’ As Mariola (Fran- 
co's granddaughter) shouted when 
she saw her grandfather yesterday: 
“Good God, enough’.” 

Consultants at Madrid’s La Paz 
Hospital said on Friday that some 
55 litres of blood have now been 


given to Franco in transfusions, 
enough to resupply his body at least 
10 times. 

A rupture of stitches from the 
previous Friday's operation, to Te. 
move most of Franco's stomach, 
caused the latest emergency. Fluid 
and bleod from the rupture threat- 
ened to explode the abdominal ca- 
vity. 

Doctors have inserted a tube into 
the abdomen to drain off the li- 
quid and relieve the pressure. 

A respirator continued to do 
Franco's breathing for him, forcing 
air down a plastic tube into his con- 
gested and penumonia-ridden lungs. 
A kidney machine was permanently 
attached to cleanse the blood. Around 
his chest was strapped a defibril- 
lator, shocking his heart back to 
normal when it wavered. Another 
device helped keep blood pressure 
up. 

His 82.man medical team said 
before the latest emergency that 
even though Franco’s body needed 
machine support to carry on, his 
brain was still alive — an import- 
ant distinction in defining when 2 
patient is clinically dead. 


‘U.S. foreign arms sales 


up by $2,700m. in °76° 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — For- 
eign sales of U.S. arms will in- 
crease by about $2,700m. this year 
mainly because of increased com- 
mercial sales to Iran and Saudi 
Arabia according to Pentagon es- 
Uimates, government sources said 
yesterday. 

The Pentagon on Friday submit- 
ted its estimate to Congress show- 
ing that foreign arms sales for the 
1976 financial year will total nearly 
$12,000m. compared to last year’s 
figure of $9,300m., the sources said. 

The estimate shows that com- 
mercial sales — part of the overall 
foreign arms sales but which at 
present are not controlled by Con- 
Bress ---- will total $2,100m. com- 
Pared with last year's $600m. 

Commercial deals are made dir- 
ectly between U.S. companies and 
foreign governments. 

Congress now requires all mili- 
tary sales worth more than §25m. 
involving transactions between the 
U.S. and foreign governments be 
reported to Congress. Deals be- 
tween American companies and 
foreign governments are not re- 
quired to be reported. 

But legislation proposed on Fri- 
day by Senator Hubert Humphrey 
(D., Minnesota) would close this 


loophole. The legislation would ob- 
lige the government to report all 
foreign sales to Congress, including 
commercial deals and agreements 
for producing American weapons 
in foreign countries, 

It would also give public access 
to every foreign sales contract and 
require Congress to consider such 
sales more carefully from the view- 
point of U.S. foreign policy aims. 

The sources satd that according 
to the Pentagon estimate, Iran will 
buy $1,000m. worth of military 
equipment from U.S. firms this 
year, compared with $100m. last 
year. Saudi Arabia will buy $540m. 
worth, compared with $10m. before. 

Saudi Arabia is also expected to 
buy military equipment costing 
$4,000m. in government deals com- 
pared with $1,870m. last year. 

Iran is expected to buy $2,500m. 
worth of U.S. equipment in gov- 
ernment-to-govermment purchases. .

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Leftist 
coup bid 
seen in 


Lisbon 


LISBON (UPI). — The Socialists 
and left-of-centre Popular Demo- 
erats called upon their followere to 
mobilize throughout Portugal yes- 
terday against what they said were 
plans by the far left to overthrow 
the government by force today. 

The move came as leftist poste 
calling for armed revolution began 
appearing on Lisbon’s walls and 
almost all top political leaderg and 
several cabinet officials left the ce- 
pital for what they called “routine” 
visits in other places. The Soviet ᾿ 
ambassador and several top East 
Buropean representatives also left 
the country. 

Thousands of leftist farm work- 
ers have said they will converge 
on Lisbon from the South today 
with tractors and lorries to take 
part in the anti-government de- 
monstration, which is supported by 
the Communist Party and all its 
allies. 

The Socialists said the bulldozers, 
articulated lorries and other heavy 
equipment which the demonstra- 
tion’s organizers have said they 
wij} bring to the capital would be 
used to block traffic in the city 
and supply cover for an attack 
against strategic points. 


Rival IRA groups 
break off talks 


BELFAST (UPI). — The Provi- 
sional wing of the Irish Republican 
Army has broken off peace talks 
with its rival “Official” IRA but it 
appeared yesterday there would be 
no resumption of their three-week 
shooting war that left 11 dead and 
more than 100 injured. 

The Provisionals broke off the 
talks after a few hours on Friday’ 
because, they said, the “Officials” 
issued a statement denouncing 
them as “a fascist-style organiza- 
tion seeking to eliminate other po- 
litical parties by violence.” 

But the Provisionals said they 
had ordered their members to 
maintain the cease-fire, apparently 
bringing to an end the bitter feud 
between the two groups seeking to 
control Northern Ireland's ‘Roman 
Catholic community. 

Of the 11 dead in the street war, 
four were Official TRA men, two 
were Provisionals, four were ex- 
members of the Officials, and one 
was a six-year-old girl guoned 
down when a Provisional gang tried 
to kill her father.

Now 74, Professor Kurt Jooss is 
straight-backed, medium-sized, 
white-haired, pink-faced and rather 
serious looking until] you recognise 
his wry humour. "I like to be witty." 
he said, “but ‘The Green Table’ is 
not humour. It is satire. In it I'm 
bitter."’ . 


OF TODAY'S BALLET trends he 
said: *"To be modern one must be 
contemporary. That means knowing 
the tradition and doing something 
new. To supplement something 
doesn't mean to extinguish it. Some 
choreographers have become 
modern without tradition and that 15 
sometimes dangerous because it is 
imitation — like in a mirror." He 
named Jerome Robbins as “‘contem- 
porary — and the greatest." He 
said: ''Classical Ballet {s cool. The 
1920s were hot, and dance had to ex- 
press the contemporary dramatic 
feeling which classical ballet could 
not," recalling what spurred him on

to begin. Yet he would not like to see 
“serenity"’ disappear from dance, 
which should be “light and bright" 
and not only “‘heavy tragedy.” 
Small companies he considered 
very Important. “When I started we 
were seven including myself.” he 
sald. ‘Small companies are the ex- 
perimenters. They may perish but 
they wlll have contributed 
something that makes a difference,” 
Had he made any changes in “The 
Green Table" since he created it in 
19327 “Not to my knowledge," he 
replied. “It doesn't depend only on 
memory. We have it notated."’ In the 
past ten years, “The Green Table” 
has been staged in about a dozen 
countries. Before that, his own com- 
pany danced it. He has made a rule 
that ff the ballet is staged for more 
than a year it has to be re-rehearsed. 


Jooss on the hypnotic effect of his masterpiece: 


‘It has to do with politics’ 


CONFESSING that he Is no longer 
creating new ballets, he observed: 
“I feel I've done what I had to do. 
Now I enjoy myself — live in 
Bavaria near the mountains, have a 
sense of wonderful freedom, try to 

_ write something or get others to 
write about my work, telling them 
more or less the truth.” He also lec- 
tures and acts on many committees 
concerned with dance, most recently 
the CIDD (International Council for 
Dance) linked with UNESCO — “‘but 
nothing to do with UNESCO 
polities.” 

He wouldn't say what music he 
Preferred for ballet: ‘I don't really 
know enough,'' he admitted. 
“Everybody can say Stravinsky. 
He's a safe proposition.” He did, 
however, recal] how the late Fritz 
Cohen and he had colJaborated in six 
weeks on the music of “The Green 
Table’; “He would be at the rehear- 
sals and take the beat, ‘then come 
next day to show what he had done. 
We never thought it great music but 
it was marvellous for this work." 


THIS IS Kurt Jooss” first visit to 
Israel —- “but I always wanted to 
come," he added. “It was not my 
reluctance that took so many years 
but simply that there were not suf- 
ficient dancers in the company.” 

His family is much involved in 
dance. His wife was a dancer. His 
son-in-law {Anna Markard’s hus- 
band) is “passionately interested." 
His younger daughter and her hus- 
band are architects — “a kind of 
frozen dance," he said. 

Audiences today react even more 
to “The Green Table," he thought, 
than they did in earlier years — “not 
80 much to the ballet,"’ he remarked 
modestly. "It has to do with 
politics,"

Too much, too close together 


THERE SEEMS TO BE very little 
coordination between the various 
cultural organisations in Jerusajlem. 
Last week we had two piano trios on 
consecutive nights (Sunday, at the 
Khan; Monday, in Ein Karem), and 
similarly this week we had two 
string quartets (Sunday, at the Khan;

Yeasonable distance from the jeep in

In explaining this conclu- 
sion, he noted that the District Court 
had rightly found no fault with the 
speed at which the appellant had 
been driving or with the manner in 
which he had applied his brakes in 
order to avoid skidding. Where the 
District Court had erred, however, 
he continued, was in holding 
that the occurrence of the 
accident was per se proof of 
the accident was per se proof of 
negligence.

cumstances he should have taken 
into account: that is, of the state of 
the road, the weather, the poor 
visibility. the proximity of one vehi- 
cle to another in the convoy, ete. But 
on no account could it be presumed 
that because an accident had taken 
place, it followed automatically that 
the driver must have been negligent. 

if, therefore, held Justice Etzioni, 
the appellant had been driving with 
that measure of care which in the or- 
dinary course of events would have 
been perfectly safe upon a road in 
the condition in which the road on the 
Golan Heights had been at the time, 
he should not have been found guilty 
of negligence only because, for some 
reason or other, an accident hed 
taken place owing to skidding (see 
also Browne v. de Lame Car Ser- 
vices, 1941, 1 All E.R. 383). 

In other words, he added, there is 
no absolute liability on the part of a 
driver and all that he is required to 


do is to show that he took into ac- ἡ 


count the state of the road and acted 
accordingly even if it subsequently 
transpired that he had committed an 
error of judgment. Nor was there 
any room for any generalisations in 
this context, as each case should be 
decided in accordance with its 
special circumstances. 

Appeal allowed and conviction 
quashed.

JUST AS Israel's standing in the UN at New York has un- 
dergone 8 radical change since the halcyon days of November 
1947, so too has Israel's attitude to the UN presence in the 
Middle Hast changed — and not necessarily in any logical 


At New York the story has been one of steady decline, acce- 
lerated since 1967 and still more since 1973. 

On the ground the UN presence was Seen here for years as 
an undesirable but unavoidable necessity. ᾿ 

Israel often felt it was unfairly treated by the UN chairmen 
of the Mixed Armistice Commissions. After 1957, the UNEF 
was stationed on the Hgyptian side of the border: Israel never 
agreed to have it on her soil, not wishing to be artificially 
from her Arab neighbours. The pre-Six Day War 
debacle bore out all of Israel’s mistrust.
